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moved from the loaded position to the removal position; a cartridge engagement 
\ assistance device movable between a release position at which a release of an 

engagement of the cartridge engagement device with the disk cartridge is allowed, and a 
\ prevention position at which the release of the engagement of the cartridge engagement 

device with the disk cartridge is prevented, wherein while the disk cartridge is moved 
■ from the loaded position to the removal position, the cartridge engagement assistance 

device is situated in the prevention position, and a releasing device for moving the 

cartridge engagement assistance device from the prevention position to the release 

position, after the disk cartridge is moved from the loaded position to the removal 

position/' 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 1 and 10, are not 
anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 



• ; Claim 6 specify a head feeding mechanism, which requires: 

: . . holding the disk cartridge with a first holding force by which the disk 
'■■ cartridge is not moved further than the removal position by applying an additional 
holding force to the disk cartridge at least while the disk cartridge is moved from the 
loaded position to the removal position, and thereafter holding the disk cartridge with a 
second holding force that is smaller than the first holding force by removing the 
additional holding force after the disk cartridge is moved from the loaded position to 
: the removal position." 

; These features, in combination with the other features of Claim 6, are not anticipated by, 
nor made obvious over, the prior art of record.
